A Great Tanne! Completed. 
By Associated Press. | 


Port Hvurow (Mich.), Sept. 19.— All 
trains arriving at Port Huron and Sar- 
nia to-day have distinguished guests 
who come to take the first official ride 
through the great tunnel. At Port 
Edward a special train with four ordi- 
nary day coaches was drawn up in 
front of the station. At 12:30 o’clock 
the inaugural train started and pulled 
directly to the Sarnia depot, where a 
number of invited guests and citizens 
of Sarnia were taken aboard. Then 
the trains steamed out to the edge of 
town to reach the ‘approach to the 
tunnel, where a triumphal arch was 
erected. Mayor Watson and officials 
of Sarnia met the President of the 
Grand Trunk Railway and the Mayor 
read an address. President Tyler 
made a brief speech of acceptance. 
The company with the Sarnia officials 
aboard the train proceeded on the trip 
through the tunnel. Woen they ar- 
rived on the other side they passed 
through another triumphal arch, 
where Mayor Mellsaine and Port 
Huror city officials were waiting on 
the platform to receive them. A 
large assemblage of citizens was also 
present. As soon as the railway offi- 
cials stepped from the cars the Mayor 
read an address. At the conclusion 
of the reading the Mayor presented 
Sir Henry Tyler with an engrossed 
copy of the address and Sir Henry re- 
sponded with a neat speech of thanks. 
The people cheered and waved their 
handkerchiefs aod the train pulled for 
Chicago and the Grand Trunk passen- 
ger station, where all got off and em- 
barked on the steamer Omar D. Con- 
ger for Sarnia. 

This triumph of modern engineering 
has been achieved under the swift 
outlet of Lake Huror to the surprise 
of the ferry system transporting the 
traffic of the Grand Trunk route from 
the American to the Canadian bank. 
The tunnel urder the river is over a 
mile long and is lined throughout with 
solid cast iron plates bolted together 
in segments. The tunnel and ap- 
proaches are a little over two miles in 
length. At the ends of the approaches 
are junctions with the Grand Trunk 
railroad on the Canadian side and 
Chicago and Grand Trunk railroad on 
the American side of the river. The 
cost of the tunnel proper was $1,460,- 
000. 

Erastus Wiman, in the course of 
his address, suid: The great tunnel, 
which to-day is opened for the first 
time for traflic, is found a fitting com- 
plement of the magnificent achieve- 
ments of Canadian railway systems. 
Bat while British capital within Brit- 
ish Territory has done so much toward 
the development of the most impor- 
tant portion of the United States, bow 
strange it is that relative progress has 
not been made within Canada itself. 
It is an interesting problem to solve 
to account for the retardation of pro- 
gress made more remarkable than the 
world has ever before witnessed. In 
vain is the cause sought for, in nat- 
ural or physical or financial disabili- 
ties. It seems to reside only within 
the political condition of which, 
while extremely favorable to Can- 
ada so far as freedom and good gov- 
e:ninent is concerned, nevertheless, 
by her foreign policy bas materially 
retarded her progress. For selfish 
political ends a barrier has been 
erected athwart the continent which 
has completely isolated one section of 
the English speaking race irom the 
other, and which even great tunnels 
aud great railway arteries pierce in 
Vain so far as an increase in intimacy 
of relations between the two people is 
concerned. No trade between two 
countries will ever exist to justify so 
large an expenditure, so long as the 
policies of both are actuated by recip- 
rocity in tariffs rather than reciprocity 
in trade. Let us hope the great tun- 
nel which we now inaugurate will 
illustrate the blessed advantage of 
unrestricted intercourse to such a de- 
gree that before long perfect reciproc- 
ity which exists between the States of

Dispatches from Consuegra this 
morning state that the workmen u 
have been engaged in moving the dead 
and drowned cattle, have left in a 
body and positively refuse to resume 
work. They claim the stench arising 
from the bodies is % severe that no 
human being can bandle them. Large 
quantities of disinfectants are being 
sent for and it is expected the work of 
clearing the streets will be resumed 
this afternoon. The country around 
tke flooded districts is swarming with 
marauders. The autborities are em- 
ploying all available force in succor- 
ing the destitute and in attempting to 
move away the worst wreckage cum- 
bering the streets and buildings.

While we have good officers to 
guard our lives and property, the 
town is left at night, or the gre.ter 
portion of it, with but one man on 
duty, and we would respectfully 
suggest to the Commissioners the 
advisability of employing one more 
mau. We think that the tax-pay- 
ers would cheerfully stand an ex- 
pense of seventy-five or one huu— 
dred dollars per month to employ 
another man as faithful as officer 
Nash to accompany a watchman in 
his nightly rounds, It is too much 
to ask or cxpect one man to look 
after a town the size of Reno. 
Situated as we are on the main 
thoroughfare across the continent, 
we are at all times subjected to an 
unwelcome element that needs 
watching at every turn. 
While we are about it we would 
also suggest to the District Attor- 
ney and Justice of the Peace that 
in dealing with tramps and Fa- 
grants that they prosecute them, 
when occasion requires, to the full 
extent of the law. A tenor twenty 


days’ sentence only gives them 


time to rest up and prepare for an- 
other raid, when if they were dealt 
with to the fullest extent they 
would soon learn to steer clear of 
Reno.

THE siartling fact is shown by 
reports of the Massachusettes 
Commissioners of prisons that 
during the last fifty years, while 
the population of the State has 
only trebled, the number of crimi- 
nals bas increased fifty fold, There 
is one prisoner to every 400 in- 
habitants in the State, and in 
Boston one to every 222 inhabi- 
tauts. This large proportion, 
however, includes re-commit- 
ments. These facts are interpreted 
by Mr. William P. Andrews, for 
many years Clerk of the Criminal 
Court at Salem, Mass., as evidence 
that the “reformitory” conduct of 
vrisons has caused an alarming 
increase of crime, and that the 
substitution of reforntatory for 
punitive treatment is fast bringing 
us to State socialism through the 
atiractiveness of prison life. Mr. 
Andrews will contribute an article 
to the October Forum, containing 
the result of many years’ observa- 
tion of the working of the two 
systems.

The 
claimant, a crippled old woman, hob 
bled into the office and told her story. 
It stirred Lincoln up, he brought suit 
| against the agent, and on the day of the 
trial he said: 

“I am going to skin Wright and get 
that money back.” He did so. When 
the case came up Lincoln put the white- 
haired claimant on the stand and she 
told her story to the jury. When it was 
ended Lincoln drew a picture of the 
hardships of Valley Forge, describing 
the soldiers as creeping barefooted over 
the ice and marking their tracks witb 
their bleeding feet. Then he contrasted 
the hardships endured for their country 
with the hardened action of the agent 
in fleecing the old woman of one-half 
of her pension. He was merciless; the 
members of the jury were in tears, and 


the agent writhed in his seat under the 


castigation of Lincoln's denunciation. 
The jury returned a verdict in her favor 
for the full amount and Lincoln made 
no charge for his services.
